MEXICO. 


H.M. Consul at Mexico City (Mr. L. J. Jerome) calls attention, in 
his recent report, to the gradual introduction 
into Mexico of a higher standard of living 
among all classes, particularly among the work- 
ing classes in the cities and towns. Whilst money wages have 
increased, the wants of the working classes have perhaps increased 
in an even greater proportion. 

In visiting factories, Mr. Jerome has been struck with the simi- 
larity of the hands to their fellows in similar occupations in many 
parts of the Continent of Europe. Education has also extended. 
He considers these facts to be of the very greatest importance to 
the merchant doing export business to Mexico. Hitherto the vast 
majority of the population have been regarded as a negligible 
quantity, in fact, as regards all articles imported into the country, 
as non-consumers. 

The change pointed out greatly extends the Mexican market, 
not only for those commodities of first necessity, but for many 
things which might well be classed almost as luxuries, and yet are 
being sought for by sections of the community who, until recently, 
had either no wants or at most such as could be very easily satisfied. 

Mr. Jerome mentions, as an instance, that not many years ago 
the modern bed was quite unknown among the working classes ; 
to-day they may be said to he in common use.

Two other developments are pointed out by Mr. Jerome, viz. :— 
The extension of hydro-electric power for light, 
traction, industrial and irrigation purposes; and 
renewed activity in railway construction.

The following further extracts from Mr. Jerome's report seem 
also to indicate possible openings for trade :— 


“TI believe that if properly looked after, there would be a good 
Hardwood Sleepers. demand for hardwood sleepers for railways.” 
“The possibilities of Mexico as a market for boilers, engines, 
Machinery and machinery seem to be entirely overlooked, 
Eno} ‘a In April, May, June, and July of 1905 I 
gines, an ~ ee 
Bojlers. visited many of the provincial towns and in- 
spected a great number of factories of all kinds, 
and I must confess to considerable disappointment in finding the 
small proportion of British-made machines, engines, and boilers. 
I believe there will be an increased demand for these articles. 

‘‘T cannot too strongly point out that very few indeed have been 
the cases where purchasers of these articles have not met their 
obligations. ‘The cases that I know of are so few that I would 
not mention them but for the fact that at home the idea 
seems to be prevalent that there is considerable risk in selling 
machinery in Mexico. 


“Mexico will always be a good market for mining machinery, 
and as such can be commended to exporters. 
British mining machinery will never, except in 
certain very special kinds, be able to compete 
successfully with American until some enterprising merchant 
establishes a concern in one or more of the principal mining 
centres and keeps a large stock, and who would be also willing 
to comply with local custom in combining a retail and wholesale 
business. Such a business would, in my estimation, offer hand- 
some returns.” (foreign Office, Annual Seres, 3,726.) 


As regards cement, the British Vice-Consul at Vera Cruz (Mr. L. J. 
Nunn) considers there is an opportunity for the 

Cement. British manufacturer to get a share in a trade 
that is steadily increasing, as whilst it is true 

that the harbour works at Vera Cruz are now completed, still there 
are other public works of equal magnitude projected, and at present 
in the course of being carried out, which will involve the expendi- 
ture of millions of- dollars, a great portion of which will be spent 
in cement. For instance, there is not a town of importance that 
has not in view the improvement of its drainage, waterworks, 
streets, pavements and similar projects, in all of which large

quantities of cement will be used, and in Vera Cruz itself there is 
the work of building and equipping a joint railway terminal 
station. Last, but not least, is the ordinary demand from the public 
in general for small buildings. 

Whilst for the moment the demand is greatest for the cheapest 
classes of cement, Mr. Nunn considers it doubtful, in view of the 
miserable effects that this mistaken economy has produced, whether 
a reaction in favour of the higher class brands will not take place, 
if already it has not begun to doso. Cement sells, he says, at from 
4 dols. 50 c. (9s.) to 6 dols. 25 c. (12s. 6d.) per standard barrel, 
according to the quality, and if in large quantities it is probable 
that a small discount would be allowed. The duties on cement 
amount to 1 dol. per barrel, dock dues 9 c., drayage and ware- 
housing 40 c,, or about, in the English equivalent, a total of 3s. per 
barrel. The ocean rates are:—From Hamburg, 9s. to 12s. per ton; 
from London, 8s. to 10s. per ton; from Antwerp, 8s. to 10s. per 
ton ; and from Havre or Liverpool, 12s. 6d. per ton. 

“With these figures,” remarks Mr. Nunn, “doubtless home 
manufacturers will be in a position to realise whether they can 
compete for a share of the trade. If they can see a margin of profit, 
even though small, they should select a good agent, preferably from 
amongst the commercial houses already established in Vera Cruz, 
and, by the offer of as liberal terms as may be possible, bid to secure 
a fair return by selling at prices that will capture the bulk of this 
very considerable and constantly growing trade.” 


Mr. Nunn further reports that a company has been formed to take 
in hand the construction of warehouses, extra 
wharfage, and the other general improvements 
still necessary to make Vera Cruz a first-class 
port. All that now remains to be done is to obtain the Govern- 
ment approval of the plans, which, once effected, there need be no 
further delay. As the company will be registered in London, Mr. 
Nunn says British manufacturers would do well to keep the 
movements of this new enterprise in view, in order to make an 
effort to secure the large orders that will be placed for cranes 
(probably electrical) and general labour-saving devices, structural 
iron, steel and cement for the many buildings required, a full hotel 
equipment, a coal-discharging plant, a dredger, a steam cutter, and 
the more or less general equipment incidental to the requirements 
of a dock company. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,726.)

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INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITIONS COMMITTEE,

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 

Poland.—H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw (Mr. A. Murray) has 
forwarded a communication received from a person to whose 
opinion he attaches weight, to the effect that the trade and 
industry of Poland, after a long-continued depression, caused by 
strikes and disorders, are gradually beginning to improve. This 
revival is said to be especially noticeable in the iron and textile 
industries, the manufacturers in which have lately received such 
considerable orders that they cannot execute them without 
enlarging their factories, but to doso they require the aid of foreign 
capital. German, French, and Belgian capitalists are, it is stated, 
already taking steps to invest money in some of these factories. 


Mexico.—H.M. Consul at Mexico City (Mr. L. J. Jerome) in his 
report for the year 1905, remarks that Directories have been sent, 
as soon as published, to the Commercial Intelligence Branch of 
the Board of Trade, at 73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C., and 
lists of firms should be applied for from the Principal there 
instead of writing out to Mexico. In all cases intending importers 
are requested to apply first for information from the Branch. 

Price lists, catalogues and circulars will be indexed and recorded 
if sent to the Consulate, where they are kept for reference. 

When the business is of a nature to warrant the outlay the best 
way of doing business is by means of a suitable traveller, but, 
before sending a man out, enquiries should first be made at the 
Consulate. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,726.) 


The British Vice-Consul at Vera Cruz (Mr. L. J. Nunn) remarks, 
in his recent report, that the difficulties in the way of British firms 
holding such of the trade of his Consular district as they have will 
increase rather than decrease, and he attributes this to the fact: that 
there are no established British houses of importance there, whereas 
there are houses of other countries, the principal among them 
being in every way large financial concerns doing a wholesale 
import, export and banking business, besides being interested in 
many agricultural properties and industrial enterprises, in addition 
to which they all of them carry on a more or less general retail store 
of a very profitable nature. (oreign Office, Annual Series, 3,726.)

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The decrease in the total value of the minerals raised during 
the year is to be accounted for by a further fall in the average 
price of coal from 7s. 2°58d. per ton in 1904 to 6s. 11°38d. in 1905. 

The total output of coal was the highest hitherto recorded, viz., 
236,128,936 tons, but the value was only 82,038,5531., as against 
83, 851, 7841. in 1904 and 88,227,5471. in 1903, when the output was 
less by more than 3 and 5h million tons respectively. 

The quantity of coal exported, exclusive of coke and patent fuel 
and of coal shipped for the use of steamers engaged in foreign 
trade, was 47,476,707 tons, an increase of nearly 1} million tons 
on the exports for 1904. Germany received over 7} million tons, 
France and Italy each over six million tons, Sweden over three 
million tons, and Russia, Spain, Denmark and Egypt each over 
two million tons. Adding the 2,287,792 tons exported in the 
form of coke and patent fuel, and the 17,396,146 tons shipped for 
the use of British and foreign steamers engaged in foreign trade, 
the total quantity of coal which left the country was 67,160,645 
tons. 

The amount of coal remaining for home consumption was 
168,968,291 tons, or 3°910 tons per head of the population. 
19,255,555 tons were used in the blast furnaces for the manu- 
facture of pig iron, as against 17,535,387 tons in the previous 
year. 395,452,943 tons were used in the manufacture of coke, and 
1,109,797 tons in the manufacture of briquettes in 1905. 

Particulars relating to the manufacture of coke and briquettes 
are given for the first time, the quantity of coke obtained being 
18,037,985 tons, valued at 10,625,799. The number of coking 
ovens in use during the year was 31,060. The quantity of 
briquettes produced was 1,219,586 tons, valued at 717,671. 

The output of iron cre, 14,590,703 tons, shows an increase of 
816,421 tons, and the value, 3,482,184/., an increase of 356,370I. 
on that of 1904. The ore yielded 4,760,187 tons of iron, or 
nearly one-half of the total quantity of pig iron made in the 
country. 7,344,786 tons of iron ore were imported during the 
year, over 78 per cent. of which came from Spain. 

Copper, iron, lead, silver, and tin show an increase on the 
figures of 1904 both in the amount and value of the metal 
obtained. 
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TRADE POSSIBILITIES IN CHINA. 


In his recent report on the foreign trade of China, the Acting 
Commercial Attaché to H.M. Embassy at Pekin (Mr. A. Ilosie) 
gives an account of the progress of education on Western methods 
and the resulting adoption of foreign articles and foreign ways. The 
following particulars indicating possible openings for the exten- 
sion of British trade, and suggesting certain methods by which 
these openings may be utilised, have been extracted from this 
account :— 

‘China has begun to awake to some at any rate of her needs, 
which are many. . . . The thirst for Western learning has 
been unquenchable for the last few years. The old examination 
system has gone, and colleges and schools of all grades, where 
Western knowledge, on a limited scale, it is true, can be acquired, 
have been established through the length and breadth of the Em- 
pire. . . . This thirst for foreign knowledge has led to the 
adoption of foreign things and foreign ways. The smallest school- 
boy in Pekin (and no doubt elsewhere) wears a foreign peaked 
cap, well braided and ornamented, and straw hats of foreign shape 
have taken the place of the wide-brimmed native headgear. In 
some parts of China, indeed, schoolboys and students have adopted 
entire drill or khaki suits plentifully adorned with gilt buttons. 
One thing leads to another. The foreign brougham, escorted by a 
number of outriders, carries the Chinese Minister over a well- 
metalled road to his office, passing on the way the clumsy Chinese 
cart, the Indian bullock cart of the British Legation Guard, the 
Japanese jinricksha; and active Chinese, some carrying kodaks, 
outstrip all these conveyances on their bicycles, while the well- 
braided policeman in semi-foreign uniform, stands in the middle of 
the road and regulates the traffic. Round the corner the road is 
being repaired, and a fine steam roller is crushing the metal into 
the ground, and a few yards beyond stands a galvanised iron shed 
containing a fire engine. Many of these articles, such as the hats 
and dress, are supplied by Japan, but others, and the most expen- 
sive, are of Huropean make, the steam roller, for example, bearing 
the name of a well-known British manufacturer. In addition to 
cotton mills, flour mills and other industrial enterprises, entirely 
in Chinese hands, are springing up, and the awakening of China 
warns the foreign manufacturer and merchant to be on the alert. 

‘“ Hundreds of native newspapers are now published in China 
and sent broadcast over the land, and the Japanese especially are 
taking advantage of their advertising columns to vigorously push 
their trade. The dissemination of these advertisements is greatly 
aided by the Chinese Imperial Post Office, which has now branches 
in every province of China, as well as in the three Manchurian 
provinces. . . . In 1905 it handled 75,961,428 mail matter, 
8,896,782 ‘clubbed ” letters, and 1,032,163 parcels, and it issued 
money orders to the value of 820,844 Haikwan taels. The contents 
of the parcels are now classified in the Customs returns, and there 
can be no doubt that a considerable trade is thus conducted. 
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‘In addition to newspaper advertisements, posters (pictorial and 
descriptive), are now everywhere to be seen, and I am informed by 
those who use them that they are very effective for trade purposes. 
These can be printed in China, and it seems to me that the estab- 
lishment of a translation, advertising and poster agency in 
Shanghai, under the superintendence of a competent foreigner, 
would meet a want greatly felt by the home manufacturer. It 
may be said that only a fraction of the native papers are published 
in Shanghai, but that port is the centre of China’s commercial life, 
and it would be a simple matter for such an agency to enter into 
relations with the native Press throughout the Empire.” 

Referring to the British manufacturer’s practice of posting 
circulars and price lists to H.M. Consulates and requesting their 
distribution amongst likely buyers, Mr. Hosie says that it is only 
at some out-of-the-way port where there is no foreign merchant 
that a Consul is likely to be consulted by a Chinese buyer, and he 
says that catalogues should be addressed rather to merchants at the 
various ports. Lists of these merchants may be seen at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basing- 
hall Street, London, E.C. Useful as catalogues may he, the visits of 
commercial agents are, in Mr. Hosie’s opinion, of far greater value, 
and during the last two years such visitors to China have been 
numerous. 

There is another kind of advertising which appears to meet with 
great success. A United Kingdom association has an office in 
Shanghai, with an Englishman at its head and under him a native 
staff of writers and linguists. That office employs a score or more 
of native travellers and a like number of porters, whose business it 
is to distribute throughout the chief towns in the provinces samples 
of cotton goods, each sample bearing the trade-mark of the associa- 
tion and a description in Chinese of the material and its uses. No 
direct orders for goods are taken, but merchants are informed, if 
desired, where stocks are procurable. Mr. Hosie is assured that 
these men give satisfaction and he suggests that a similar system 
might be developed for absolute buying and selling. 

Mr. Hosie further suggests that the United Kingdom might take 
a larger part in the explorations for new fruits, new vegetables, new 
grasses, and new plants of commercial and industrial importance. 

He quotes instances by way of advising the British exporter to 
exercise more care in packing, but, at the same time, not to pack 
so as to increase the bulk of the consi ignment and make the 
freight exorbitant. (Foreign Office, Annual Serves, 3,725.)

NATAL: 


The Correspondent at Durban of the Board of Trade (Mr. A. D. CG. 


, : Agnew) reports that a British firm have ten- 
aoe dered i for the construction of the 
Stuartstown Railway, to connect the South 
Coast Railway with the Natal-Cape line at Donnybrook Station, 
and the line is being pushed ahead. It will be about 100 miles 
in length, 2 ft. gauge, and with 35 lb. per yard rails. 

Mr. Agnew says that the only other public narrow-gauge 
railway in the colony runs between Estcourt and Weenen, a 
distance of about 35 miles. 

The Railway Department has not deemed it advisable to build 
lines of less gauge than the standard (38 ft. 6 ins), but no doubt, 
adds Mr. Agnew, if the cost of working of the Estcourt- Weenen 
and Stuartstown lines is found to be moderate, and the results 
encouraging, narrow-gauge lines will be constructed in many 
districts where the conditions are not such as would justify the 
laying of 34 ft. lines.

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MEXICO. 


In the report recently issued by the Foreign Office on the trade of 
Mexico, the British Vice-Consul at Mexico City 
(Mr. G. Kennedy) gives an account of the 
progress of the Tehuantepec Railway and the 
port works at its terminal points. Regarding the advantages of 
the Tehuantepec route, he remarks as follows :-— 

‘* As soon as the terminal facilities are completed, probably by 
the end of the current year, the Tehuantepec route will come into 
active competition with that of the Panama Railway. ‘The latter 
is so poorly equipped, and the terminal arrangements are so anti- 
quated, that apart from the saving in distance, the Tehuantepec 
route will be able to provide quicker despatch for cargoes. 

‘* By the new route goods can be sent from the eastern seaboard 
of the United States of America to J apan, China, and Australia in 
less time than by either Suez or Panama. The saving in distance 
from New York to Sydney by way of Tehuantepec as compared 
with the Suez Canal route is 5,700 miles, and calculating that 
steamers can carry cargcees at a profit at the low rate of 1 dol. per 
1,000 miles, any railway rate across Tehuantepec less than 5 dols. 
70 c. per ton will show an economy as compared with the Suez 
route, with an actual saving of time of 15 days. 

‘Tehuantepec is nearer to the axial line of the world’s trade 
than Panama, and even when the Panama Canal is opened will 
probably be able to hold its own for all fast freight from the Eastern 
States and Europe to points on the Pacific coast northwards and 
from Eastern American ports to China and Japan. 

‘The average saving in distance by the Tehuantepec route over 
that of Panama to all points on the Atlantic coast of the United 
States of America and to Europe is about 1,250 miles or, say, five 
days’ steaming for an ordinary freight steamer, and if freight takes 
two days to cross Tehuantepec by rail and the steamer only one to 
pass the Panama Canal, a net saving in time of four days, whilst 
the railway rates will probably be less than the Canal dues. 

“ Tt is improbable that sailing ships will ever be able to use the 
Panama route owing to the prevalent calms in both oceans near to 
that isthmus, whereas at ‘Tehuantepec strong winds blow almost all 
the year round, and sailing vessels have already commenced to 
enter the ports. 

‘‘ With regard to steamship lines, connections have already been 
arranged to handle trans-continental American traffic amounting 
to about 600,000 tons per annum. All the principal European 
lines now touching at Colon state that they propose to touch at 
Coatzacoalcos as soon as they are notified that the ports are ready 
for their vessels. ‘T'wo of the Pacific steamship lines are already 
calling at Salina Cruz, and later on, when completed facilities are 
provided at that terminal, services will be arranged to South 
America, Australia, and the Far East.” (Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, 3,726.)

MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


QUEENSLAND. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Financial State- 

ment, for the year 1906-7, made by the Treasurer 
Mineral Industry. of Queensland on the 28th August last. In the 

course of his speech presenting the Statement, 
the Treasurer remarked that last year’s mineral production, of the 
value of 3,726,2751., was the highest in the history of the State, 
and, although the yield of gold has decreased, the sustained im- 
provement in the production of other minerals more than com- 
pensates for this decrease. ‘The high prices prevailing for most 
minerals other than gold have greatly stimulated production. An 
improvement is also visible in the production of coal, owing largely 
to the liberal concession made by the Government in foregoing 
part of the port dues on vessels loading 500 tons or over for 
bunker purposes. The development likely to take place on the 
various mining centres points to such increased production that 
the value of the output of minerals this year is likely to surpass 
even that of last year.

The British Vice-Consul at Colima (Mr. D. MacNeill) reports that 
the mining industry in the State is still in its 
infancy. A little prospecting has been done, 
almost entirely by foreigners, with the result 
that, although very little precious metal has been discovered, 
the indications of large copper and iron deposits are very good. 
So far, however, no large deposits have been opened up, but 
development work is being pushed on several good-looking 
prospects. 

That there exist some very valuable copper and gold deposits 
within the State boundaries is proved by the fact that every now 
and then Indians will bring crudely-smelted lumps of ore for sale, 
containing from 3 to 9 ozs. of gold per ton, and 35 to 45 per cent. 
copper. All information on the subject is absolutely refused by 
them, and attempts to follow the Indians to their hidden mines 
have invariably resulted in failure and sometimes worse.

According to the report recently issued by the Colonial Office 
Cotton (Annual, No. 901), cotton cultivation in 
Cultivat; Grenada is practically confined to the Carriacou 
re district of the Colony, where it has never 
ceased to be cultivated, and where, in view of the present demand 
for British-grown cotton, there is a hopeful future for it. 

The steady increase of the output which had obtained up to the 
end of 1904 was interrupted in 1905, when only 1,899 cwt. of raw 
cotton and 4,849 cwt. of seed were exported, as compared with 
2,807 cwt. and 6,844 cwt., respectively, in the preceding year. 
Of this the Commissioner of the district reports as follows :—‘ The 
cotton crop of 1905 was one of the smallest known here for many 
years, and was due to the abnormally showery weather which pre- 
vailed just at the time when the trees were setting the bolls. This 
had been preceded by unfavourable weather during the growing 
period. Altogether, throughout the year the rainfall was so fitful 
and scanty that a short crop was only the natural result.” 

Cultivation of Sea Island cotton was resumed (after many 
years’ interval) on a moderate scale during the year.

A despatch has been received, through the Foreign Office, from 
H.M. Agent and Consul-General at Cairo, 
containing a note from the Egyptian Irrigation 
Department with regard to the Nile flood, from 
which it appears that the supply of water has been satisfactory 
and that a cotton crop larger than any recorded is anticipated. 
The flood has been satisfactory for the irrigation of the basin lands 
in Upper Egypt, and, at the same time, the levels in Lower Egypt 
have been suitable for passing away the flood without endangering 
the Nile banks.

= Liane who act as agents for firms In Russia, the 

é United States, and the United Kingdom. 

Formerly the wool used to be brought to Meshed for sale, but the 
tendency now is for Karez, a place on the Afghan frontier, some 
150 miles distant, to become the centre of the trade. A portion 
of the wool produced is locally used for carpet weaving, and the 
remainder exported vid Russia. The competition among buyers is 
keen, and both output and prices are on the increase. Owing to 
the system in vogue under which buyers make advances to flock 
owners many months before the shearing takes place, and other 
peculiar trade usages, the market is practically closed to those who 
are without local knowledge and experience. Wool is at present 
exported from Persia in its natural condition, and is allowed

transit through Russian territory to Batoum free of duty. It is 
possible, according to the Consul-General, that for the British 
market it would pay to erect on the spot the necessary plant for 
sorting, scouring, and pressing. ‘he question, however, is one 
which would require expert investigation. 

The wool is rick-washed, that is to say, the sheep before being 
clipped are driven through water; but this manner of washing is 
not satisfactory, as it leaves a lot of grease and sand in the wool. 
The Khorassan is cleaner than the Afghanistan wool which is of 
coarser quality, and varies very much according to the district 
from which it comes, the best coming from Herat. This wool 
comes into Meshed, vid Karez. 

Perhaps the greatest difficulty and drawback in buying the 
Afghanistan wool is owing to the dishonesty of the native sellers. 
In order to make weight, they wet the wool, put dust and sand in 
the middle of the fleeces and then twist them up very tight. 
This not only causes a very heavy loss on weight when the wool 
comes to be cleaned, but also spoils the condition and quality. 
This has to be taken into consideration when buying, and always 
causes great inconvenience and trouble. Large quantities of 
Afghanistan wool are mixed with the Khorassan, and sold as such. 

‘he wool is shaken free from dirt and sand in Meshed, and 
sorted into three classes :—1. The white fleeces (known generally 
as B.B. (for spring clip) and B.P. (autumn)). 2. Coarse and 
greasy white pieces, washed. 3. Coloured fleece and _ pieces. 
About 70 per cent. of the wool is white, and the colours are of 
much lower value. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,724.) 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul at Portland, Oregon, (Mr. James Laidlaw), reports 
Hop Crop that the hop harvest of Oregon and Washington 
of Guaien end has been gathered, the following being close 
Washineton estimates of its amount :—Oregon, 120,000 
ee bales, or 206,470 cwt.; and Washington, 
46,000 bales, or 76,000 cwt. The quality is somewhat varied, in 
some cases due to poor picking and in others to “ blight,” but a 
large proportion is of choice quality. Rain, towards the end of 
the picking season, caused some damage.

CHINA. 


H.M. Embassy at Tokio report that an Imperial Ordinance has 
been issued by the Japanese Government 
authorising the Yokohama Specie Bank to 
issue bank- notes, redeemable in silver, in 
Kwantung and China, maintaining a reserve 
equal to the amount of notes issued. 

The notes will pass current unrestrictedly 
in Kwantung and China for both official and 
private transactions, but the sanction of the Japanese Ministry 
of Finance must be obtained in regard to the branches where the 
notes may be issued. 

The Ordinance further provides that the bank-notes of the 
Yokohama Specie Bank issued in Kwantung and China prior to 
the coming into operation of the Ordinance shall be regarded as 
having been issued in accordance with this Ordinance. 

It is added that the Specie Bank were already empowered to issue 
silver notes in Newchwang, Tientsin, and Shanghai.

JAPAN. 


The Report of the Yokohama Chamber of Commerce for September 

remarks that the button industry in Japan bids 
Button Industry. fair to prove a great success. Shell buttons 

were first imported from abroad a quarter of a 
century ago, when the demand for the article began to be felt, and 
since then this branch of industry has gradually sprung up, Osaka 
and its environs being the centre. A great development of the 
industry has taken place of late, and large quantities of material 
are annually imported from the South Sea Islands, while the ex- 
port to the Chinese and Indian markets has rapidly increased. 
According to the latest investigations, not less than one million 
yen worth is exported annually from Osaka and its vicinity alone. 
There are now about seventy factories in existence in Osaka. In 
view of the vast development of the industry the manufacturers 
concerned have under consideration a scheme for the formation of 
a trade guild for the promotion of the interests of the trade.

MISCELLANEOUS SERIES. 
No. 655. Immigration into the United States. 


This report, by the Hon. R. C. Lindsay, Second Secretary to 
H.M. Embassy at Washington, traces the immigration movement 
into the United States from its beginning. It deals with present 
regulations and their effect in working, and analyses the immigration 
statistics for the year ended June, 1905. A review is given of the 
general condition of the principal classes of immigrants after their 
arrival in the States, and of the influence of trades unions in that 
connection. 

The immigration into the United States of the Dutch, French, 
Spanish, and Japanese, being comparatively small, is not dealt 
with. Chinese immigration is also not touched upon. |

Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland. 
Report on the Trade in Imports and Exports at Irish Ports during 
the Year ended 31st December, 1904. [Cd. 8,237.] Price 54d. 


According to this, the first report which has been issued on the 
import and export trade of Ireland, the value of the imports in 
1904, as entered on the tables attached to the report, amounted to 
55,148,206/.; and the value of the exports to 46,606,432/. These 
totals, however, which cover the trade with foreign countries as 
well as with Great Britain, do not represent the whole import 
and export trade. The returns as regards farm produce, food 
stuffs, and raw material may be considered approximately 
complete; but as regards manufactured goods the information 
is said to be inadequate. It is, in the opinion of the Super- 
intendent of the Statistics and Intelligence Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, 
probable that the aggregate value of the import and export trade 
may reach an annual sum exceeding 105,000,000/. Details are 
given in the report of every class of goods imported and ex- 
ported, and remarks are appended in many instances showing 
as regards imports the country of origin or ports of entry, and 
as regards exports the ports of embarkation or country of 
destination.

Colonial Reports.—Annual, No. 500. The Surveys and Explora-

This is the first report of the Colonial Survey Committee which 
was formed in August, 1905, with a view to making such recom- 
mendations as will ensure the rapid and economical prosecution 
of accurate surveys where these are required and to rendering 
the results available, as speedily as possible, for use by the Home 
Government, the Colonial Governments and the public. Surveys 
of the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, British Central Africa, the East 
African Protectorate, Gambia, the Gold Coast, Northern Nigeria, 
Sierra Leone, South Africa, Southern Nigeria, Lagos and Uganda 
are described, and details are given of the progress of the 
hydrographical surveys of Lakes Nyasa and Victoria Nyanza. 
Maps of Africa, the Gold Coast and Ashanti, South Africa, 
Southern Nigeria and Uganda are included, as well as a diagram 
to illustrate the progress of the delimitation of British frontiers 
in Africa.

Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page).

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 
India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 


-London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 


the general public withail available information as to the commercial 
products, manufacgures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.— The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. - In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when désired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &e. 

Queensland.—For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland are on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 19038. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Bogrd of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from10am.to5p.m. Special arrangements may be made for 
the visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, 8.W. Publications furnishing. information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 

roducts will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘The “ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘“ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number. :
